SOME GOOD SPEECHES MADE. 



- C. J. WaddH! 
Will M«ke Number of Speeches 
in Campaign. 



Pursuant to call the Republi- 
cans of Hopkins counfy met in 
convention at Madisonville, Sat- 
urday, September 8, 1900, at 1 :80 
p. m., in the Courthouse, for the 
purpose of sending delegates t< 
the district convention at Hen 
derson, Tuesday, September 11 
to nominate a candidate for 
Congress. 

"The convention was called to 
order by County Chairmnu John 
B. Harvey. The name of Will 
P. Scott was placed in nomina- 
tion for temporary chairman by 
R. J. Salmon, which nomination 
was seconded by L. F. McLaugh- 
lin. Q J. Waddill then moved 
to make the nomination unani- 
mous, which was done with a 
whoop. R. J. Salmon, J. H. 
Luusford and Dr. T. W. Gardiner 
were appointed a committee and 
escorted Mr. Scott to the chair. 
Paul M. Moore was then nomi- 
nated for secretary by Thomas E. 
Finley and elected without oppo- 
sition. The temporary organiza- 
tion was then, upon motion, made 
permanent. 

The attendance ;it the conven- 
tion from every quarter of the 
county filled the Conrthouse to 
overflowing, and the enthusiasm 
and unity of that great crowd of 
Republicans gave the advocates 
of Goebelism a surprised feeling 
of weakness, and to the Honest 
Election Democrats the positive 
assurance of the hearty and 
unanimous support of William 
Lynch by the Hopkins County 
Republicans. 

Mr. Scott, upon taking the 
chair, made a brief but happy 
speech, in which he expressed his 
hearty appreciation at having 
been made unanimously the 
chairman of so large a conven- 
tion of Republicans. 

The chair then appointed the 
following committee on resolu- 
tion*: Wyatt Edmonds, J. H. 
Lunsford, William Beard, L. R. 
Fox, Toney Bradley, W. H. Ross, 
i;. J. Salmon, and tin- committee 
retired to prepare its report. 

While the committee was out 
speeches were heard from Rev. 
< ». Durritt, of Dawson Springs ; 
L. F. McLaughlin, of the Hanson 
country, and C. J. Waddill. Rev. 
Durritt made a rousing speech in 
which he punctured some vulner- 
able points of Goebelism, and 
said some things not calculated 
to reassure the supporters of Mr. 
Beckham. He assured his hear- 
ers that the colored men were 
brave enough to vote for an 
Honest Election Democrat; that 
they would vote anywhere and 
work anywhere to defeat Goebel- 
ism and secure the election of 
Yerkes. 

Mr. McLaughlin spoke chiefly 
along the lines of national poli- 
tics. Mr. Waddill said he would 
make no speech, but what he said 
briefly, impressed his hearers as 
being an excellent speech in it- 
self. Among his first utterances 
were: "I do not see how any 
patriotic lover of his country, in 
the closing year of the Nineteenth 
Century, can fail to cast his vote 
for that peerless statesman, Wil- 
liam McKinley." "I really can-

this year fool the people/' He 
said further "that he might not 
have heard the best speeches that 
had been made from a Kentucky 
Democratic standpoint this year;

One of the saddest deaths that 
ever occurred in this county, was

from an over dose of morphine last 
Wednesday evening. Mr. Browning, 
husband of the deceased, was se- 
isly hurt In the mines a few 
iks ago. This, with severe bodily 
suffering, weighed so heavily upon 
her body and mind that she was al- 
most a complete wreck, and it is 
thought that she took morphine for 
the purpose of alleviating her suf- 
fering, but, unfortunately, took too 
large a dose. Mrs. Browning was 
about 80 years old and was Miss 
Lizzie Phillips before her marriage 
to Mr. Browning some six or seven 
years ago. 4 

She was a woman of a kind dispo- 
sition, and had many friends 
amongst tier many acquantances. 
She leaves a husband and little 
daughter and other relatives, all of 
whom have the deepest sympathy 
of the Bee and its readers.

Governor and LleUt. Governor, 
which is prescribed by constitution. 

These are my sentiments as stated 
on the floor. We may be enabled to 
get a fair law, the only difference is 
the Goebellte always insist upon an 
umpire and having contests tried 
before the boards, we are doing all 
we can however.

Dies in 
a Doctor's Chair at Mura>. 

SOME THREATS OF A LYNCHlNC. 

Her Grief Stricken Laver Sends a Bullet 
Through His Own Brain. 

DR. CLARK MAKES A STATEMENT. 

All West Kentucky was shocked 
by the news of the terrible tragedy, 
which occurred in Bturgis Huuday 
night in which a doctor and two 
lovers were the principals. The fol- 
lowing is a description of the affair 
as contained in a special from Mor- 
ganfleld in one of the dallies : 

"Morganfleld, Ky., Sept. U.-Thia 
eity was thrown into a fever of ex- 
citement at 8 o'clock tonighPby the 
news of a tragedy which occurred at 
Sturgis, 12 miles below here, at K 
6'cloek tonight. As a result of the 
tragedy two prominent young people 
of this county lie dead 



the office, where a horrible sight 
met their gaze. Lying upon the 
floor was Miss Waller, dead, while 
across her still form lay the body of 
Thomas Holt, gasping for breath 
with a bullet through his heart and 
brain. It is said that Holt stood by* 
while the physieiau began a delicate 
and dangerous operation upon the 
young woman, and that while, un- 
dergoing the operation she expired, 
As soon as the physician pronounced 
her dead young Holt drew a revol- 
ver and, placing it to his '.eft breast, 
sent a bullet crashing through bis 
heart, following it with n bullet 
through his brain. Holt-fell across 
the body of Miss Walle. 

Clark, the physician, and only 
eyewitness to the terrible tragedy, 
w*s immediately arrested and hur- 
ried to the Jail here. 

"The families of the two unfortu- 
nate young people were notified and 
the remains taken to their respec- 
tive homes. 

"The dead girl was a member of 
one of the largest and most Influ- 
ential families of this county, as 
was also Thomas Holt. 

"The true status of the case Is un 
known here, but the general belief li 
that Clark attempted to perform I 
criminal operation upou the youn| 
woman, which caused her death. 

Morganfleld, Ky.,Sept. ll.-Before 
Dr. W. E. ClarK, arrested in con 
Hon with the Waller-Holt tragedy 
at Starts, was taken from bore to 
Henderson yesterday evening, lie 
granted an interview to the Evening 
Post correspondent. 

When asked for a statement Dr. 
Clark gave it at some length, with- 
out hesitating and with seeming 
frankness. He said: 

"Suuday evening at about 8 o'clock 
as 1 sat in front of my residence in 
8turgls, a buggy drove up, and a 
young man, a stranger to me, said 
he wished to see meat my office. 
My office is in my drugstore. I went 
to my office, entered and lit a lan- 
tern. Presently a man entered with 
a veiled lady bearing heavily on his 
arm. The man said he wished to 
see mo privately, and I took him 
around behind the prescription case 
leaving the lady standing in the 
front part of the store. The pre- 
scription case stands In the middle 
of the floor, and has curtains from 
either side to the adjacent walls.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 

Taple For the 'Week Deatnnlna Sept. 
10— Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Topic— Th« broad way; the narrow way.— Math, 
nl, 13, 14. 

Christ here uses the familiar Ulustra- 
tlon of n way to describe life. He 
points out that there are two ways, 
one of which we must follow, and then 
describes these ways by contrasts. He 
speaks of the gates (the entrances 
the way), the ways themselves, t 
ends of the ways and the number who 
travel them. In this order let us study 
these solemn words of the Master. 

1. The wide gate and the strait 
gate. The gate or entrance to the 
broad way is whle. It Is easy to go 
through, because In entering it we fol- 
low our natural inclinations, and It Is 
easier to do this than to go against 
them. The gate or entranc. 
narrow way Is strait or straitened or 
pressed together, so that it Is difficult 
of entrance. Christ Himself Is the 
door to the Christian life, and we find 
Christ through repentance nud faith. 
All recognize the fact that the human 
heart naturally inclines toward sin and 
from Christ rather than from sin to 
Christ; hence the wide and strait 
gates. 

2. The broad way and the narrow 
way. The way or sin and the world 
is not-only more easily entered than the 
Christian way, but it Is easier to fol- 
low. It is broad; the other Is narrow. 

broad way Is easier traveled than a 
narrow way, particularly the narrow 
ways of the east. It is hard to live a 
Christian life even after we enter the 
strait gate. We still go against our 
natural inclinations. It is easy to "trav- 
el on the broad way because we are go- 
ing with the stream. In the world we 
go with the current; in Christ we -go 
against It. The one is therefore easier 
> travel than the other. 

3. The broad way leads to desrrue- 
on, the narrow way to life. The end 

of the one la bell, eternal separation 
of the soul from God. The end of the 
leaven, the eternal life of the 
soul with God. The end of the ways 
Should determine which one we should 
travel. A wise and prudent man looks 
at the .end of a road to determine 
whether -or not be will enter it What 
though the entrance be easy and pleas- 
ant If the end is death? Hell is robbed 
of none of its sorrows because we 
reach It Try an easy road. On the other 
nand, what though the entrance to a 
road be difficult and the road itself 
hard of travel if the end pays, if the 
end is eternal life? The Joys of heaven 
will be all the sweeter because they 



have been difficult of attainment and 
because they have caused us toll and 
labor, self denial and sacrifice. 

4. Many go In at the wide gate and 
travel the broad way. Few find the 
straight gate and enter it. Tf this is 
true, it is no reason why we should 
enter the broad way or travel upon 
It. To know that millions are poor 
does not alleviate the sufferings that 
sometimes come as a result of poverty. : 
To know that millions were dying of 
hunger or thirst would not lessen our 
sufferings if we were in the same con 
dlflon. The numbers of the lost will 
not detract from the sorrows of the | 
lost. Let us follow the vole* of wis 
.lorn and enter nnd travel upon the j 
road that leads to eternal life.

No 
consent of the people was asked, and 
they were governed— well and honora- 
bly governed— for years under the au- 
thority vested In the President as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army. 

Under the administration of Franklin 
Pierce, whose Secretary of State was 
William L Marcy, we assured, In 1858, 
for 810,000,000, a valid title to Southern 
Arizona and its population of various 
colors. Again no consent was asked. 
In 1887, President Andrew Johnson and 
Secretary of Stato William H. Seward 
paid 87.200.000 for Alaska, the Inhabit- 
ants going with the land, as usual, and 
no consent asked or cared for. Each of 
these transactions was precisely like 
that which placed the Filipinos under 
our sovereignty. Each was a purchase 
of sovereignty, and all that the term 
implies. And neither the United States 
nor any other power has a more lawful 
title to any part of Its domain than 
we have to the Philippines.

Id many respects it Is more like « 
formal message to the people of the 
United States than a routine reply to a 
nomination. The president will take 
no step backward. He stands at the 
head of the nation, the representative 
of the policy of progress and of ex- 
pansion.

such Issues In language free from ex- 
travagance, as well as devoid of abu-=e. 
This will commend him to every right 
thinking person in Kentucky. It Is a 
speech which every lady in Kentucky 
can read without a blush and without 
1 feeling alarmed. There Is no threat In 
It; It has not the smell of sulphurous 
gunpowder; It does not i 
sions already too much enlisted, yet It 
Is n Rim. manly nnd frank presenta- 
tion of the facts .111! of IMe Issues wh rh 
grow out of those fa ts. Th re is nr 
dodging or shirking either the preg- 
nant nnd lamentable facts or the dan- 
gerqus and exciting Issues. We are 
not surprised at tie temper, tone and 
courtesy of the speech. Our personal 
knowledge of Mr. Yarkes had led us 
to anticipate this. Taken as a whole, 
it Is a sufficient presentation ol the 
reasons why the people of Kentucky 
should put the seal of condemnation 
upon the Democratic organization, and 
why the defeat of Mr. Beckham is nec- 
essary as expressive of that condem- 
nation. Some portions of the speech 
r.trlke us as peculiarly felicitous. His 
answer to the catrty question as
